Profit From Foreign Mails. 

The President proposes. that the 
expense of puying ship subsidies 
shall be met trom the profit of $8, 
000,000 that is earned annually on the 
foreign mails. 

This recommendation was the chief 
feature of the address which the 
President delivered today before 4 
tremendous crowd of more than 25,- 
000 in the Natural Amphitheatre at 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacitic Exposition, 

Of scarcely less importance, how- 
ever, were his recommendations in 
regard to Alaska, The President 
went on recerd as against the pro- 
posal to furnish the territory with the 
territorial form of government that is 
enjoyed by Hawaii, New Mexico and 
Arizona, und proposed, instead, that 
the government of Alaska be placed 
in the hands of a commission that 
shall have law-making powers under 
the jurisdiction. ei a bureau of the 
national gevernment, presumably 
the bureau of Insular affairs. 

Railroads in Alaska, 

Taft does not believe that the 
population of Alaska is large enough 
or permanent enough to warrant the 
award of ful! civic liberty. An im- 
portant part of his plans for Alaske 
is the construction of railroads there 
through government assistance. The 
entire speech had a most important 
bearing upon the future of the 
Vacifie coastd an throughout breathed # 
spirit full understanding of the needs of 
the western half of the American em- 
pire and a sincere purpose to go to the 
full extene of his powers in meeting 
those needs. 

In a broader sense, however, the 
speech was of importance to the entire 
nation, through the naitonal scope of

Panama aCnat in 1916. 

The President predicting the comple- 
tion of the Panama canal by January 1, 
1915 forcasted a revolution in the trade 
between Eastern aud Western coasts by 
reason thereof.

Rosenroll and Dr, 
Robertson. At the meeting called 
last Friday night the President, J. C. 
McKay, insisted that only members 
who had paid their fees several days 
before would be allowed to vote. The 
result was the withdrawal. of Mr. 
Resénrol! and many of his support- 
ers to another hall where they oer- 
ganized a new Liberal association. 

Each Liberal association sent thir- 
teen delegates to the convention. The 
credentials committee reported in fav- 
or of those selected by the old and 
officially recognized association. 

To this Mr. Rosenroll’s supporters 
took objection and five minute 
speeches ‘were heard from the secre- 
tarys of the old and new associations 
explaining the position of each, 

At the suggestion of J. G, Tur- 
geon, Hardisty, a compromise was 
adopted. Six delegates were chosen 
from each organization and those 
drew lots for the selection of the 
seventh. The old association through 
its secretary Mr. McNamara, at first 
refused to abide by this decision and 
withdrew but later some of their men 
came back and took part in the eup- 
sequent voting. 

The Balloting in Detail. 

It was about four o'clock when the 
balloting commeneed and the selec- 
tion of a candidate was not mace 
until after eight. The arrangement was 
that the lowest candidate should +e- 
tire after each ballot was/announced.

FLINGS CHALLENGE IN TEETH 


CF HOUSE OF LORDS. 


In view of the intense and wide 
spread interest in the budget con 
troversy in Great Britain and 
Ireland the Bulletin has arranged 
to reproduce in full the speeches 
of the great public men of Great 
Britain on this question The 
Glasgow speech of Lord Rosebery 
already has appeared in thes 
Columns, and herewith is th 
speech of Premier Asquith. The 
speech of A. J. Balfour, Unionist 
leader, will appear in a subse- 
quent issue, 

The most outstanding feature of 
the Birmingham speech of th 
prime minister of England was 
his challenge to the House of 
Lords, Lord Rosebery termed th 
budget a “revolutionary” measur 
Indireetly referring to this and at 
the game time outlining the posi 
tion of the Government and the 
Liberal party, Premier \pnuith 
said ;~ 

“The Lords’ rejection of the 
budget would be the most funda 
mental revolution since the days 
of the Long Parliament. In mat- 
ters of finance the ‘Commons art 
the representatives of the people 
and have the decisive voice. As 
to rejection by the Lords, that 
way revolution lies, If seriously 
threatened, I say, for the Lib- 
eral party, that we are ready, anx- 
jous, and eager to take up the 
challenge.” 

In explanation of the introdue- 
tion of the radical features of the 
budget the premier said 

“Between ‘our revenue, upon the 
preseat basis of taxation, and the 
idmitted exigencies of the state, 
there is a gap of sixteen millior 
sterling.
